Mrs. H. B. Stern, proprietress of a photo- 
Graph gallery at Twelfth and Olive streets, 
fought with a conductor on a California 
avenue street car Monday morning. 

A transfer, the time of which the conduc- 
tor, whose name was not obtained by the 
police, claimed had expired, caused the 
trouble. 

Mrs. Stern had come in from the West 
End and on a Washington avenue car. She 
secured a transfer to the California ave- 
nue car and stated that she boarded the 
next one that came along after she got off 
the Washington avenue car. 

The conductor on the California avenue 
car refused to accept the transfer, saying 
the time had expired. The conductor de- 
manded a cash fare and Mrs. Stern refused 
to give it. Then, she says, the connductor 
picked up a bundle lying at her side and 
threw it off the car. 

Mrs. Stern was ordered to get off also, 


but refused. 

When Twelfth street was reached she 
Says she attempted to get off, but the con- 
ductor threw her back into a seat. 

At Twelfth street and Clark avenue she 
again tried to get off, hoping a disturb- 
ance would be raised and the Four Courts 
police would go to her assistance. 

Attorney Thomas fFurling of the law 
firm, Martin, Furling & Young, saw Mrs. 
Stern's plight and ran into the Central po- 
lice station. He told the sergeant at the 
desk that a woman and a street car con- 
ductor were fighting, and says the sergeant 
answered: ‘I don't care; let them fight 
it out.”’ 

The car went on to Fourteenth street and 


Clark avenue, and where Mrs. Stern man- 
aged to get away from the conductor, who, 
she says, told her that he was going to 
take her to the car sheds. 

Accompanied by Attorney Furling, Mrs. 
Stern went to the warrant office to secure 
@ warrant against the conductor, but not 
having his name did not succeed.

With this appeal tc the people of the vil- 
lage, John Griswald. a farmer, ran into the 
town of Fidelity, Ill, fifty miles from St. 
iouis, Sunday afternoon. His clothes were 
torn and dirty with dust, and blood stream- 
ed from ugly wounds on his hands and arms. 

There was no doctor in Fidelity at the 
time, and Griswald was mounted upon a 
horse and sent to Medora, the next town, 
where his wounds were dressed by Dr. J. H. 
Lane. 

Griswald was out looking around his farm 
Sunday afternoon. He climbed into the main 
road between Fidelity and Jerseyville, and 
had started homeward when he heard be- 


hind him thé rapid running of a heavy ani- 
mal. it Was a dog, a Great Dane, standing 
over 30 inches high at the shoulders and 
built like a puma. Griswald had never seen 
the dog before.

He flung froth 
from his mouth, and his eyes were wild. 
Griswalid had no time to run. He had no 
weapon. 
when the dog jumped at him the farmer!

At the first opportunity 
Griswaild struck into the dog's open mout 
with all his might. te crowded his arm 
down the throat unti! the dog's teeth la- 
cerated the flesh above the elbow. And 
then they rolled over ahd over again, locked 
in an embrace which the dog could not 
break. Griswald hugged the Bow with his 
left arm and choked with his right until, 
convulsing terribly and fighting till the 
end, the ute died. 
Griswald left the.efarcass in the road and 
hurried to Fidelity. He is now at Medora. 
where his physician can be constantly 
near him, and they are anxiously awaiting 
the result of the wounds.

The Japanese Tireless and Drill Like

TIEN TSIN, China, Oct. 1.—With troops 
of eight nations and every branch of service 


elbow to elbow under actual field conditions, 


both Peking and Tien Tsin at present af- 


ford a rich fleld of comparative military ob- 
servation of which the officers of the vari- 


Ous forces are taking keen advantage. This 


is especially noticeable of the Continental 
forces, whose staffs are everywhere taking 
note of equipments and methods. 

There are now quartered in this big camp 
what are said to be representative contin- 
gents of every military power. It is a mili- 
tary congress as complete as if devised only 
for display, and the contrast between the 
forces is very marked, both in equipment, 
method and discipline, yet at the same time 
observing officers find little room for criti- 
cism of any particular contingent of the 
Chinese expeditionary force. 

In equipment and uniform there is appar- 
ently little question that the American and 
British troops are superior. The sober, bus- 
iness-like khaki is in strong contrast to the 
showy French and Italian uniforms, while 
the Germans, otherwise a magnificent and 
Picked body of men, are handicapped in 
comparison by their ill-fitting clothing, 
German’s Clothes 

Are Ill Fitting. 

The German uniform is a mustard yel- 
low khaki, apparently of very inferior qual- 
ity. The blouse is long and loose.without 
pockets, the trousers loose and no leggings 
are worn by the infantry. This completed 
with a wide brimmed straw hat, such as is 
seen in the southern part of the states, 
turned up at the side and fastened with a 
corps badge. One almost overlooks the 
awkwardness of the uniform, however, in 
the splendid drill and discipline of the 
Kaiser's Chinese army, while their field 
equipment, though a bit heavy, is well 
up to date, and compares favorably to that 
of any other force. 

By. far the most picturesque troops hére 
&re the British native regiments from In- 
dia. At present Great Britain has no white 
troops here except a part of the Royal 
Welsh Fusiliers, dearly known in England 
as. the “Duke of Connaught’s Own.” and a 
battalion of Australian volunteer naval re- 


serves.

One loses sight of the rather 
slouchy white canvas uniforms and 
Frenchy high crowned caps in the machine- 
like drill and discipline of the Mikado’s 
men. In discipline they are easily ahead of 
practically all the other forces. The Japan- 
ese soldier works as none other does. He 
always busy. He does not drink and 
is not In evidence on the streets. De- 
tachments of the little white clad chaps are 
aiweys on the move. Whenever one goes 

the surrounding country for many miles 
out he finds a Japanese outpost, their field 
topographical parties are always busy, and 
their commissary and quartermaster’s de- 
a are wonderfully active and com- 
ete.

AN ARREST IN BROOKLYN RE- 
CALLS INTERESTING FACTS. 


HOME CAREER OF W. H. FEENEY 


Young Man Who Drew Checks and 
Borrowed Money for American 
Beauty Roses and The- 
ater Parties. 


There is a striking similarity in the 
names used by a fashionably dressed young 
man who was arrested in Brooklyn, N. Y., 
Saturday on a charge of forging a check, 
and an equally stylish youth who was twice 
jailed in St. Louis some nine or ten mont)s 
ago for a similar offense. 

At the Hotel Margaret, in Brooklyn, the 
man arrested Saturday had registered as 
W. F. Calvert of St. Louls. When he was 
searched at the police station, letters were 
found in his pockets addressed to W. H. 
Feeney, Troy, N. Y¥. He declined to tell 
which was his correct name and was en- 
tered on the police records as John Doe. 

In January of the present year, @ man 
named W. H. Feeney was arrested in this 


city on complaint of a man named Chea- 
oweth, that he had cashed a worthless 
check for Feeney. Friends interceded and 
Feeney was not prosecuted. 

The records at the Four Courts show 
that W. H. Feeney was arrested in Cincin- 
nati, on February 10th on a charge of pass- 
ing worthless checks and was brought back 
here to answer a charge of passing on Allen 
J. Thompson, proprietor of the Imperial 
Hotel, to Which the name of W. J. Calvert 
had appeared, a check for $35. He was held 
in $800 bond in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection, but the grand jury failed to indict 
him. Then he left town. 

While here Feeney posed as a swell and 
his arrest caused much comment. He was 
a flashy dresser and made himself con- 
spicuous about the west end during the 
time he was in St. Louls. He had a n- 
chant for indulging in society luxuries— 
such as buying American beauties, giving 
coaching parties, etc. It is even said that 
the money he secured from Chenoweth was 
for the purpose of giving a coaching party 
to a young lady whom he had met fash- 
ionable circles. 

Feeney told those he met here that his 
home was in Troy, N. Y. and that his fam- 
2 4 owned a large brewery there. People 
who investigated Feeney after he left here 
found that Troy, N. . Was reallly his 


home. 

The oiking similarity between the St. 
Louts eney and the man arrested in 
Brooklyn comes in the name W. F. Calvert. 
That is the name that was signed to the 
check which caused Mr. Thompson of tha 
Imperial Hotel to have Feeney brought 
back from Cincinnati under police escort. 
Feeney while here used to tell his friends 
that W. F. Calvert was his brother-in-law.

The man arrested tn Brooklyn, according 
to press dispatches, after registering under 
the name of Calvert, borrowed some money 
from the clerk, rode around town in a cab, 
bought large bunches of American beau- 
ties and paid for the latter with checks 
bearing the name of Alexander M. White, 
a merchant living at No. 2 Pierrepont 
place, Brooklyn. hat night ‘Calvert’ 
was arrested on the charge of having 
forged Mr. White's jname.

Spalding of Chicago Wants an Organi- 
zation of That Sort. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—Albert G. Spald- 
ing, director of sports at the Paris Ex- 
position, who has just arrived home from 
Europe, furnished a statement relative to 
sports at the exhibition and in Europe 


generally. 

Mr. Spaldine believes the international 
games in Paris will prove a great incen- 
tive to athletics in Europe. 

The victories of the American athletes 
aroused so much admiration that there is 
a desire in Europe to develop athletes who 
can compete with those of this country. 

“In regard to the criticisms of the French 
people for mismanagement of the games, ’ 
said Mr. Spalding, “I think It only fair to 
state that it was not due to any desire to 
injure our men, but to inexperience in 
such matters. In their desire to treat all 
countries equally they may have discrim- 
inated against America, as it was certain- 
ly very galling to athletes of other nations 
to see the Americans win first, second and 
third places in nearly all scratch events, 
and when the handicaps came along they 
fixed the handicaps so that some other 
country would win. 

“TI traveled extensively through Europe 
and I believe that the countries that are 
today backward in track and field sports,
